Pres, praises premier for 
bucking national trend 

Students applaud tuition freeze 


Tuition fees will not increase this 
year, but neither will University 
funding. While the two an¬ 
nouncements by Premier Glen 
Clark this week ended specula¬ 
tion about how the provincial 
government would fund post¬ 
secondary education for 1996-97, 
the effects on UVic remain 
unclear. At press time. University 
officials were studying the 
impact of the government 
announcement. 

“The tuition freeze is certainly 
good news for UVic students and 
one way to help keep post¬ 
secondary education affordable,” 
says UVic President Dr. David 
Strong. “The provincial govern¬ 
ment also deserves credit for 
recognizing the importance of 
universities to the future of B.C. 
and doing something to back it 
up. By supporting universities 
with continued funding, they’ve 
bucked the national trend toward 
drastic and short-sighted cuts to 
post-secondary education.” 

“At the same time, escalating 


costs mean it’s going to be a 
challenge for us to work with the 
same level of funding as last year. 
Our approach for 1996-97 will be 
consistent with what we’ve done 
to cut $3 million from our 
operations in the last two years. 
We’ll prepare a budget that aims 
to maintain the quality of our 
programs and to minimize any 
negative impact on people—our 
students, faculty and staff. What 
specific measures we take to do 
that will be determined once we 
have a chance to analyze the 
provincial numbers.” 

Clark’s announcement about 
the tuition freeze was greeted with 
applause by the students who 
gathered March 18 in the Halpem 
Centre for Graduate Students to 
watch the Premier deliver his 
message via the Knowledge 
Network on a wide-screen 
television. Oak Bay-Gordon Head 
MLA Elizabeth Cull delayed a 
spring break vacation to Disney¬ 
land with her family to attend the 
announcement and answer 


questions from students. 

On March 19, Clark an¬ 
nounced that UVic was one of 
five universities and colleges in 
the province to receive additional 
funding, but added that it can 
only be used for specific pro¬ 
grams. At UVic, the funding will 
be used on an expanded Bachelor 
of Nursing program and a new 
hotel management program to be 
offered by the Faculty of Busi¬ 
ness. 

Although provincial universi¬ 
ties and colleges will receive the 
same funding as last year, they 
are also expected to increase 
enrolment by 7,000 more stu¬ 
dents—four per cent more 
students than they receive 
funding for. Since UVic increased 
its enrolment by 10 per cent last 
year, Strong says the university 
has already reached the govern¬ 
ment’s productivity target. If 
UVic maintains its current 
enrolment, he says, the University 
should not have to increase its 
enrolment goal any further.

Comments sought 
on university draft 
strategic plan 


Advance copies of UVic’s draft 
strategic plan were distributed 
this week to all UVic faculty and 
staff, as well to the UVic Stu¬ 
dents Society (UVSS) and 
Graduate Students Society (GSS) 
for distribution to student 
organizations on campus. 
Recipients of the draft are being 
invited to review the plan and 
offer their comments or sugges¬ 
tions. The draft plan makes 
recommendations to guide the 
University’s development in nine 
key areas over the next 10 
years—undergraduate learning 
and teaching; graduate studies; 
research; library and information 
systems; international and 
intercultural activities; an 
equitable working and learning 
environment; governance, 
decision-making and communi¬ 
cations; alumni and external 
relations; and environmental 
responsibility. 

The University’s Strategic 
Planning Task Force, which 
produced the plan, is particularly 
interested in feedback about the 
relative priorities assigned to the 
various issues and whether the 
plan addresses all of the key 
strategic issues facing the 
University. The deadline for 
responses is June 15. 

The plan will be printed in a 
newsprint format and sent to 
government, community, busi¬ 
ness and labour organizations 


throughout the province in mid- 
April. It will also be made 
available publicly to any inter¬ 
ested individuals or organiza¬ 
tions. 

To ensure that individual 
students are aware of the oppor¬ 
tunity for input into the draft 
plan, the Task Force is running 
an ad in the March 28 Martlet 
which will invite interested 
students to pick up a copy of the 
draft plan from the University 
Secretary's office in Sedgewick 
B102 and to provide their 
comments to the Task Force. By 
mid-April, the plan will also be 
posted on UVicINFO , the 
University’s homepage on the 
World Wide Web. Responses to 
the plan in its electronic form 
can then be sent simply by 
opening the document and 
clicking on the plan’s email 
button. 

The draft plan is the result of 
an extensive on-campus consul¬ 
tation process involving focus 
groups, a campus-wide question¬ 
naire, town hall meetings, and 
the circulation of strategic issue 
discussion papers. 

The Strategic Planning Task 
Force is chaired by UVic Presi¬ 
dent David Strong. Its 13 
members include students, 
faculty, staff and Board repre¬ 
sentatives as well as the Dean of 
Human and Social Development 
and the vice presidents.

UVic students are more than the sum of their marks. Many devote 
hours to volunteer work in the community and on campus. Some 
juggle a full course load while representing the University in varsity 
sports. It’s not easy and UVic wants to recognize the academic and 
other achievements of these students through a new awards program. 

The Blue and Gold Circle of the University of Victoria will 
recognize the contributions students make in promoting and develop¬ 
ing the quality of life on campus and in the community. Sponsored by 
the President’s Office and the UVic Alumni Association and adminis¬ 
tered by Student and Ancillary Services (STAS), award recipients 
will receive certificates and a bronze, silver or gold pin. The awards 
will be presented annually at a reception held in late October. 

First-time recipients will receive a bronze pin and a certificate.

Nomination forms, available in the 
STAS office, must be signed by at least two individuals and include a 
summary of the student’s academic achievements and awards, 
athletic and/or artistic achievements, participation in on- and off- 
campus organizations, and a letter/statement in support of the nomi¬ 
nee. 

A selection committee chaired by the Vice-President, Academic 
will have representatives from the offices of the administrative 
registrar and university secretary, STAS, faculty, undergraduate 
students, graduate students, residence students and the UVic Alumni 
Association. The names of those inducted into the Blue and Gold 
Circle will be announced in the fall.

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New program to prepare students for 

20,000 unfilled jobs

Vic is the first university 
in Canada to offer an 
innovative new training 
program to prepare university 
graduates from non-computer 
science background for careers 
in the fast-growing information 
technology sector. The Informa¬ 
tion Technology Professional 
(ITP) program was announced at 
the Leading Edge Technologies 
Training conference at the 
Victoria Conference Centre 
March 20 by Vancouver MP 
Anna Terrana, on behalf of the 
federal minister responsible for 
Human Resource Development 
Canada (HRDC). ITP, which will 
be launched at four institutions in 
September 1996, is funded by a 
$5.4 million HRDC grant. UVic 
is the only university involved in 
the three-year pilot project, 
which was developed by indus¬ 
try, government and educational 
institutions in response to a 
shortage of professionals in the 
information technology field. 

The other institutions offering 
the program are in Ontario and 
Quebec. 

“This is an extraordinarily 
important initiative for us,” says 
UVic President Dr. David 
Strong. “I am especially de¬ 
lighted that UVic’s leading 


position in this field has resulted 
in our participation as the first 
university in the consortium.” 

ITP is the first government- 
funded program of its kind in 
North America. By targeting 
graduates with no computer 
science background, it addresses 
both the growing shortage of 
professionals in the information 
technology sector and the 
problems faced by some univer¬ 
sity graduates in finding employ¬ 
ment. 

“There are more than 20,000 
jobs in the field that aren’t being 
filled because the trained people 
aren’t there,” says Jeanette 
Muzio, program manager of 
UVic’s Technology, Engineering 
and Computing (TEC) Division 
of Continuing Studies, citing a 
1992 Employment and Immigra¬ 
tion Canada study. “This pro¬ 
gram will work towards correct¬ 
ing that problem.” Muzio worked 
with professionals from other 
educational institutions, govern¬ 
ment and industry to prepare the 
program, which will also be 
offered at Lambton College of 
Applied Arts and Technology in 
Sarnia, Ontario, Champlain 
Regional College in St. Lambert, 
Quebec, and Productivity Point 
International in Ottawa. 


ITP is an intensive, full-time, 
12-month program which 
combines classroom instruction 
with on-the-job training and a 
three-month work term. Students 
will receive national industry 
certification upon successful 
completion of the program. 

Students will learn program¬ 
ming languages, operating 
systems, business application 
development and networking 
technologies plus skills such as 
change and stress management, 
team building and project 
management. A federal bursary 
is available for prospective 
students who are recent gradu¬ 
ates and under 30 years of age to 
offset the $12,000 tuition fee. 

For the inaugural course in 
September 1996, the bursary is 
75 per cent. It drops to 50 per 
cent in January 1997, 25 per cent 
in April 1997 and is then elimi¬ 
nated. The tuition fee compares 
with other professional graduate 
programs offered across the 
country that range from $10,000 
to $25,000. ITP students can 
expect to earn between $4,500 
and $7,500 during their three- 
month work terms. UVic hopes 
to graduate 100 students a year in 
the program. 

“There is a real need for a 


program like this in B.C.,” says 
Bob Skene, Executive Director 
of the Vancouver Island Ad¬ 
vanced Technology Centre, an 
umbrella organization for high- 
tech companies in the area. “Of 
the 20,000 jobs that are unfilled 
in information technology 
nationally, we estimate between 
15 and 20 per cent are in B.C. 
Companies are having consider¬ 
able difficulty filling positions 


because there aren’t enough 
qualified people. We welcome 
this program and UVic’s involve¬ 
ment as a means of providing the 
employee pool and producing the 
next generation of professionals 
needed by these emerging 
companies.”

Grad job subsidy 

A new federal government employment program gives UVic grads a 
head start on their careers while offering their employers assistance 
with salaries. The Job Opportunities Program for Graduates is a wage 
subsidy funded by Human Resources Development Canada. This 
program reimburses an employer with a wage allowance for a period 
of up to six months while their employee is trained in a career 
position related to their degree. 

To be eligible for this program, applicants must possess an 
undergraduate or graduate degree from UVic, have graduated in 
January, 1994 or later and be no older than 32 years of age. Appli¬ 
cants must be willing to attend workshops to assist with job search 
strategies if necessary and be prepared to commit to a full-time job 
search for full-time work (a minimum of 30 hours a week) that 
requires degree-related skills.

CU-SeeMe system changes form 
of PHD oral dissertations

Z en Faulkes is probably 
the first UVic student to 
have his doctoral disser¬ 
tation interrupted by a French 
janitor. This sounds unremark¬ 
able at first, until you consider 
that the janitor was in France at 
the time, while Faulkes himself 
was quartered in UVic’s Human 
and Social Development Build¬ 
ing. 

The janitor unwittingly 
interrupted the Feb. 15 defence, 
the first UVic dissertation oral 
ever conducted with a 
videoconferencing system. The 
system, using the CU-SeeMe 
software, was first considered 
when Faulkes realized one of his 
graduate committee members 
would be away in France when 
he wanted to defend his research 
on the digging methods of sand 
crabs. 

Outside faculty member Dr. 
Geraldine van Gyn (Physical 
Education) is on a year-long 
sabbatical at Marseille’s Univer¬ 
sity of the Mediterranean, but 
Faulkes wanted her involved. 
Undaunted by the distance, he 
opted to be the first UVic student 


to conduct the defence with CU- 
SeeMe. 

CU stands for Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, where computer scientists 
created the system two-and-a- 
half years ago. It digitizes audio 
and video into “packages” that 
can be transferred over the 
Internet. Using a simple camera/ 
computer setup, two parties can 
easily see and hear each other. 

In addition to this one-to-one 
conference, CU-SeeMe software 
can facilitate a one-to-many 
conference, or it can conference 
several people in different places 
with each other, using a Unix 
“reflector,” which UVic has. 

Since its creation, the technol¬ 
ogy has been used at several 
academic institutions, for various 
purposes. UVic is one of the 
first universities in Canada to 
look at using the technology on a 
large scale for dissertations. 

The Faculty of Graduate 
Studies, looking for ways to cut 
travel costs, is planning to use 
CU-SeeMe as a way to do this 
without sacrificing the quality of 
the oral examination. With the 
system, students could theoreti¬ 


cally have the external examiner 
of their choice, anywhere in the 
world, while avoiding high travel 
costs. 

“Our budgets are running dry, 
and we are looking for alterna¬ 
tives that will maintain high 
academic standards and provide 
a larger geographic area from 
which to choose external exam¬ 
iners,” says Dr. Gordana 
Lazarevich, Dean of Graduate 
Studies. A travel allowance of 
only $500 makes it difficult to 
bring in an expert from anywhere 
further away than Edmonton, she 
says. But with a video confer¬ 
ence, UVic can cut costs, 
increasing academic standards at 
the same time. 

“That’s part of the attraction,” 
says technician Allan Dickeson, 
who helped organize the techni¬ 
cal aspect of the dissertation. 
“Using the Internet means, for all 
intents and purposes, it is free.” 

UVic’s Language Centre has 
used the system quite exten¬ 
sively, so Lazarevich consulted 
them for information. Centre co¬ 
ordinator Mary Sanseverino has 
used the system heavily, most 


notably last summer when she 
used it to bring in outside 
speakers for a paper she pre¬ 
sented at Indiana’s Notre Dame 
University. 

“Compared to other institu¬ 
tions, UVic seems to be ap¬ 
proached more for assistance 
with this type of technology,” 
Sanseverino says. “We’re quite 
leading edge in that respect.” 

In Faulkes’ presentation, it 
was necessary that he be able to 
demonstrate slides and docu¬ 
ments to all members of the 
committee, including van Gyn in 
Marseilles. So, he used the 
“virtual classroom” in the 
Human and Social Development 
building, where several cameras 
allow technicians to split compu¬ 
ter screens and display slides, 
diagrams and faces at the same 
time. Since the University of the 
Mediterranean does not have all 
the equipment necessary for this, 
Faulkes could not see van Gyn, 
but she could see him and all his 
displays. 

Since Faulkes’ dissertation, 
CU-SeeMe has also been used 
for another defence which saw 


UVic’s Engineering department 
linked up with an external 
examiner in Delft University in 
The Netherlands. Technicians 
sent a Connectix camera to Delft 
in advance, so the video data 
flowed both ways. 

Both of these successful test 
cases ensure expanded system 
use in the future. 

“The implications for future 
use of this system are phenom¬ 
enal,” Lazarevich says. “The 
practical repercussions are that 
faculties could be harnessing this 
technology on a large scale as 
soon as next September.” She 
added that the equipment could 
also be used for long-distance 
seminars, among other uses. 

“This was a really successful 
first try,” Faulkes says. “The 
real promise is that in situations 
like a sabbatical, you can keep 
the committee together, and 
there’s also real potential that 
you could bring the best person 
in your field on board, whether 
they’re in Holland, Denmark or 
Tokyo.” 


At Senate 

Senate recognizes religious holidays, raises English requirement

At the 300th meeting of the 
University Senate, which took 
place on March 6, Senate 
considered the following items: 

• Senate passed a motion asking 
that the university secretary, 
when scheduling Senate meet¬ 


ings, take steps to avoid major 
religious holidays that will affect 
attendance. As a result, the 
meeting scheduled for April 3 
will be held April 10 to avoid the 
first night of Passover. 

• Senate also decided that the 


off-campus ballot for the 1996 
election of chancellor and the 
four senators from the Convoca¬ 
tion should be distributed 
through the UVic alumni 
magazine, The Torch, rather than 
by Canada Post, and by campus 
mail to on-campus members of 


Convocation. (Convocation 
includes the chancellor, presi¬ 
dent, all past and present 
members of the Board of 
Governors and University 
Senate, all faculty—including 
some retired faculty, all gradu¬ 
ates, and a number of adminis¬ 
trative staff and other employees 
with degrees—from UVic or 
elsewhere—who are added to 
Convocation by an act of 
Senate.) This election takes 
place every three years. In 1993, 
it cost approximately $30,000 to 
conduct, mainly in printing and 
postage costs. Nearly all of this 
amount will be saved by distrib¬ 
uting the ballot through The 
Torch . 

• Senate passed motions in¬ 
tended to improve the level of 
student writing. Currently, all 
students entering UVic whose 
mark on the Grade 12 provincial 
English exam is 70 per cent or 
lower must take the Department 
of English Placement Essay 
(EPE), which is used to direct 
first-year students to appropriate 
courses to satisfy the English 
requirement. Starting with 
admissions for September 1997, 
incoming students getting 85 per 
cent or less on the provincial 
English exam must now write 
either the EPE or the Language 
Proficiency Index (LPI), which 
is administered by a private, not- 
for-profit agency and is adminis¬ 
tered at least once a month in 
multiple sessions across the 
province. Those with 86 per cent 


or greater on the Provincial 
English exam are exempt. This 
brings UVic in line with most 
other post-secondary institutions 
in B.C. Senate also amended the 
statement on English deficiency 
in the University Calendar to 
enable any instructor, in consul¬ 
tation with the English depart¬ 
ment’s director of writing, to 
require a student to write the 
EPE. Speakers, during debate, 
said the level of student writing 
is a matter of concern across the 
University, and that the English 
department will probably require 
additional resources in meeting 
the writing needs of an increased 
number of students.

Psychology clinic expands to 
treatment of young 

Students are seeing "hard-hitting, realistic kinds of problems."

Vic psychology graduate 
students are getting a 
taste of the kind of work 
that awaits beyond graduation 
thanks to the expanded mandate 
of UVic’s psychology clinic. 

New contracts between the 
University and the Ministry of 
Social Services and the Vancou¬ 
ver Island Services and Treat¬ 
ment Association are providing 
the clinic with clients whose 
young lives reflect the harsh 
reality of life beyond the cam¬ 
pus. 

“The students are seeing very 
hard-hitting, realistic kinds of 
problems, not just selected 
cases,” says Dr. Jessica Ball 
(Psychology) who supervises the 
psychology students. “It’s a real 
eye-opener for them. The 
students see the most difficult 
side of life that exists in Victo¬ 
ria.” 

Until last fall, the clinic 
assessed and evaluated patients 
but did not offer treatment. With 
dual specialties in clinical 
neuropsychology and life-span 
development and aging, most of 
the clinic’s clients were older 


adults. Now, youngsters and 
teenagers whose behaviour and/ 
or emotional problems stem from 
family problems, neglect or 
abuse are also coming to the 
clinic. 

This age group is familiar to 
Ball and her husband, Dr. 
Kenneth Moselle, an adjunct 
professor with the department 
and full-time clinic psychologist 
at Eric Martin Pavilion. The 
couple came to UVic from 
Southeast Asia where they spent 
several years setting up a 
comprehensive mental health 
system for Malaysia on behalf of 
a network of community health 
agencies. Ball’s current research 
involves a large-scale study of 
high risk behaviours, such as 
unsafe sex, drug use, and gang 
involvement among youth in 
Southeast Asia. 

“We dealt with more children 
and adolescents than adults,” 
says Ball. “The Asians typically 
bring in their kids, but don’t 
think of treating themselves.” 
While the youngsters Ball and 
Moselle treated frequently talked 
of feeling emotionally aban¬ 


doned, they were included in a 
strong, extended family sys¬ 
tem—unlike many of the clients 
they see in Victoria. 

“Here,” says Ball, “we see 
lots of kids in foster care, or 
where parental care-giving has 
broken down in one way or 
another.” 

The clinic wants to expand its 
client base even further and is 


actively seeking contracts 
involving assessment and 
therapy for adults. 

“We’re trying to be relevant to 
the community,” says Ball, “and 
provide students with a wide 
variety of experiences so they 
can do some of their practicum 
work with their faculty. We’re 
not going to become an ivory 
tower kind of practice.”

UVic at Large for April

Education talking about the SAGE program; and two senior students discussing being scholars in their 70s. There will 
also be a video feature on the 'Take Part' program at the UVic Gordon Head Complex which provides fitness training 
for seniors and assists UVic grad students with their research on seniors' health and well-being. 


UBC adopts broad-based admission policy —The UBC Senate 
has approved a broad-based admissions policy that will allow 
faculties to use criteria other than grades—such as leadership abili¬ 
ties, extra-curricular activities and career-related work experience— 
to admit Grade 12 students in the 1996-97 academic year. Programs 
such as medicine, architecture and fine arts have long admitted 
students based on a mix of grades, interviews, portfolios and career 
or program related considerations, but this is the first time the 
university will admit students directly from Grade 12 using criteria 
other than grades. Applied science will be the first faculty to offer 
broad-based admission and will invite students to list technical 
courses, summer jobs, science projects and other experiences on their 
admission forms. 

The change to broad-based admissions is in response to concerns 
that important qualities were being ignored in favour of an overem¬ 
phasis on grades. Students will still have to meet or exceed minimum 
academic standards before being admitted and must show that they 
have excelled or in some way distinguished themselves in their 
activities. Senate recommends that the ceiling on such admissions be 
15 per cent of the first year class.— UBC Reports, February 22, 
19%. 

Carleton announces new president —Dr. Richard J. Van Loon is 
the new president of Carleton University. Van Loon is currently 
associate deputy minister for Health Canada in Ottawa and the first 
Carleton graduate and native Ottawan to become president of 
Carleton. He graduated with an MA in political science in 1965 
followed by a doctorate from Queen’s University in 1968. He has 
been on the faculty of both Carleton University and the University of 
Ottawa and held key positions in government throughout his career. 

Van Loon, who replaces Dr. Robin Farquhar, out-going president 
and son of former UVic president Hugh Farquhar, begins his six-year 
term August 1. — This Week at Carleton, Feb. 8,1996. 

Ouch! Acadia stings students with Internet fees —Students at 
Acadia University in Wolfville, Nova Scotia already pay one of the 
highest tuition fees in the country—$3,495—and a new project to 
provide access to the Internet from anywhere on campus is going to 
sting even more. Students will now have to pay an additional fee— 
expected to be about $1,000—to lease a computer for a year. Those 
currently enrolled in courses will not be required to lease computers 
to receive their degrees, but all new entrants will be expected to 
cough up the extra money when they enroll.— Globe & Mail, March 
5,1996. 


Women's spirituality conference 



As an Interfaith Chaplaincy pastor, Sam Lucier counsels many women and, increasingly, the source of their struggle 
is not the secular world but is, instead, the very place expected to provide peace, guidance, and support. 

'Many women are struggling to explore their place within their religion which is traditionally dominated by men, 
savs Lucier who chairs the organizing committee of a conference offering women the opportunity to discover and 
express their spirituality. 'Voices of Hope,' hosted by the Interfaith Chaplaincy, Student and Ancillary Services and 
the Centre for Studies in Religion and Society, takes place at the Cadboro Conference Centre May 15-19. 

Lucier says the conference aims to affirm the particularity of women's spirituality and offer participants the 
opportunity to connect with various religious communities. Sessions include spirituality on the Internet, exploring 
the elements of ritual, dealing with grief and loss and journal writing techniques. 

Other sessions, involving drumming, dance and yoga, actually incorporate methods of worship that women once 

US 'Women^are drawn to different aspects of bible stories and the scriptures,' says Lucier. 'We're not better or 
worse, just different. The reluctance to embrace feminie images of God is due to a reluctance to believe that women 

can image God. The denial of the feminine is a denial of God.' ... 

Dr Katherine Zappone, author of The Hope for Wholeness: A Spirituality for Feminists, gives the opening address on May 
15. She will also take part on a panel, 'The Threads that Bind Us: Justice and Women's Empowerment,' with Dr. Norma 
Joseph of the Department of Religion at Concordia University and Lois Wilson, Chancellor of Lakehead University and 
former President of the World Council of Churches. 

Those who register for the conference prior to April 1 pay $187.25 and after, $240.75. Students, seniors and those 
on fixed incomes can attend the conference for $100.

Consultation process ignored again 

The Editor: 

Re: More on the University’s Application to the Human Rights Council 
for an Exemption to cover Limited or Preference Hiring. 

On February 23, the Ring published my letter expressing concern 
about the lack of consultation on the Equity Policy appendix on limited 
or preference hiring submitted to the Human Rights Council by the Vice 
President Academic and Provost, and noting that a petition to that effect 
had been circulated among faculty. 

With several departments still to report, 180 faculty members have 
signed the petition, and a letter including a copy of all the signatures has 
been sent to the Human Rights Council. By any standards, this is a 
significant show of concern. Sympathetic reasons given for not signing 
included fear of reprisals, desire to avoid conflict within academic units, 
and, intriguingly, the claim that faculty had heard, directly or indirectly, 
that the Vice President had withdrawn the application. 

In fact, the Vice President had written to staff at the Human Rights 
Council again on February 14 urging that the University’s equity 
program—including the appendix on limited or preference hiring—be 
submitted for approval to Council. He did this without any consultation 
on campus, but this time did send copies of the letter to the Faculty 
Association, the Professional Employees’ Association, and CUPE; I 
urge you to read it. The Vice-President commits to engage in consulta¬ 
tion, but urges Council to consider the document in its present form, 
including the appendix on limited or preference hiring, prior to any such 
consultation. In short, he wishes to consult or negotiate with a loaded 
gun. This not a commitment to consultation but to intimidation. 

The Vice President has been exposed twice in going behind the backs 
of faculty and staff to urge an external body to approve a program which 
includes a crucial component on which there has been no consultation. 
The deliberate attachment of a controversial appendix contaminates and 
degrades the whole equity program, and ironically, the broader concept 
of equity itself for which there is quite properly broad support.
